Col. William N. Bispham, command- 
ing officer of the Fort Sheridan base 
hospital, has called a: meeting for to- 
day of his staff and welfare workers 
for the purpose of mapping plans to 
relieve a condition said to botdering on 
mutiny among the wounded soldiers. 

Complaints against food and alleged 
harsh treatment of the patients by 
superior officers are tome of the sul- 
jects that will be invés- 
tigated. 

Welfare workers state they have 
received hundreds of complaints dur- 
ing the last month that the food is 
not cooked properly, that wounded 
men have been forced to use the pick 
and shovel, and that thes discipline 
maintained by officers is unbearable. 

These reports have been turned in 
to the commanding. officer. , Yesterday 
he requested Y. M. C. A., Red Cross, 
K. of C.,,and Jewish welfare workers 
on duty to aid him in ‘bettering con- 
ditions. 

Fears Mutiny Looms. 

Fred N. Hiil, assistant field secre 
tary of the Red Cross, who has re- 
ceived a majority of the complaints, 
said last night: | 

“There is a feeling of unrest among 


‘the men that promises to end in mu- 


tiny. We hada sample of it Wednes- 
day in the mess line, when the pa- 
tients refused to obey one of Col. Bis- 
pham’'s orders. He demanded they re- 


fused. The military police were called 


to them back. 


“ Three soldiers on crutches, who 


were not strong enough to return when 
the second mess call was sounded and 
missed a meal as a result.” 

This is demed by Col. Bispham and 
Lieut. Garathy, an aid. 

Admits Some Unrest. 

“I admit there is a feeling of un- 
rest here,” said the colonel, “but it

PARIS, ‘June 27.—Less than one 
month before the armistice was signed 
Japan and Germany arranged a secret 
alliance aimed eventually to include 
Russia. 

During the middle of October, 1918, 
a Japanese envoy, named Oda, was 
selected to carry a draft of this treaty 
from Tokio to Berlin, and only the 
overthrow of thé Hohenzollern govern- 
ment on the eve of the armistice pre- 
vented its signature. 

The negotiations between Germany 
and Japan was carried on through the 
German minister at Stockholm, as I 
cabled several weeks ago. The rough 
preliminary draft of the agreement was 
drawn.up there. 

Triple Alliance Aim. 

A triple alliance, between Germany, 
Japan, and Russia was the eventual 
aim, with the subsequent elimination 
of the British and American interest 
in Asia, the fgolation of England from 
the United States and the dividing up 
of China, central Asia, Persia, and 
‘Corea between Germany and the Japa- 
nese and the gradual absorption of 
Russia. 

The revolution in Germany and the 
abdication of the kaiser prevented the 


pact, although the text of the treaty 
was printed then by the Drapeau 
Rouge (Red Flag) of Hamburg, which 
was suppressed. The govérnment is- 
sued a denial of the existence of any 
such treaty. This techgically was true, 
as the treaty merely existed in em- 
bryonic form and never was signed.

OPENS CABINET

And, equally strange, he would also 
have seen that against the chief enemy 
of the allies and the United States— 
Germany—there was little bitterness of 
feeling expressed either vocally or in 
print. On the contrary, whether right- 
ly or wrongly, Italy is sore at the 
peace conference. She is sore at Amer- 
‘ica, at France, and at England. Now 
that her real enemy among the central 
powers—Austria—is being defeate@ and 
dismembered, Italian papers, leaders 


serving their bitter comments almost 
exclusively for Italy's allies and the 
Jugo-Slavs. 

Facts in Case. 

If Americans do not understand why 
there is not more evident and out- 
spoken American feeling in Italy today 
they have but to remember a few im- 
portant facts. In addition to Italy’s 
prewar alliance, German penetration of 
Italy, financially. commercially, ahd po- 
litically through the press, was very 
thorough. 

A well known Italian journalist in 
Romé told me that before the war 50 
per cent of the Italian press was pro- 
German—and still is. Although Ger- 
many’s penetration was checked by the 
war and its active and obvious surface 
phages obliterated, the German infiu- 
ence obtained by years of hard and per- 
sistent effort was by no means entirely 
uprooted. And in her present frame of 
mind these buried roots of Germanism 
are finding fertile soil. 

Austria Chief Enemy. 

For another thing—Austria was 
Italy’s great enemy, not Germany. It 
was Austria whom Italy was fighting 
in the main and whose troops commit- 
ted depredations and atrocities during 
the invasion of Italian soil. Just as 
America, France and England concen- 
trated their greatest military effort and 
their bitterest animosity against their 
greatest enemy, Germany, so Italy did 
against Austria. 

Finally there is the question of 
France—a country which is now gain- 
ing for herself most of the Italian ani- 
mosity recently felt against President 
Wilson and the United States. The 
present state of Italian-French rela- 
tions is due to long standing causes 
and influences. There always has 
been a certain amount of jealousy be- 
tween the two nations as to which 
would ultimately become leader of the 
Latin sisters. There has long been a 
rivalry between the two countries in 
the Mediterranean trade. The Italians 
now say that France’s whole attitude 
towards Italy and the peace conference 
has been inspired by fear that Italy 
will become the leading Latin country 
and her superior in Mediterranean in- 
fluence. 

‘Italy is convinced to a man that it 
was her neutrality which saved Paris 
and France in the first German rush 
and her subsequent declaration of war 
which saved the allies from defeat,

With United States army divisions organized 
on a local basis there would be encouragement 
in the local pride centered in them. Veterans 
could maintain their affiliations, and those who 
have served their apprenticeship be advanced into 
reserve classes, all of them, however, closely united 
in the spirit of the one organization. 

Such a system would have had its advantages 
in. the war, where, for varioug reasons, replace- 
ments were made in a somewhat haphazard 
fashion. . Conceivably, replacement troops would 
much prefer to enter the ranks of their home 
units and the units much prefer to have them.

Keeping up the regiments would seem 
particularly if the plan is worked out in a way 
which will not interfere with a general broaden 
ing of the training policy. | : 


THE SKILLED WORKMAN. 

In Winnipeg the skilled workmen have found 
that their interests are diametrically opposed to 
those of the so-called proletariat. A general strike 
deprives them of their wages, which might more. 
properly be called salaries, and it compels them to 
fight the cause of men who are less able, less skill: 
ful, and lees industrious. 7 

These skilled laborers actually belong to the 
class against which the Marxians devoted most of 
their invective. As a rule they earn more than 
clergymen, high schoo! teachers, and ‘college pro- 
fessors. Yet the essence of the Marxian doctrine 
is that ability among the working classes will al- 
ways be denied a fair compensation. 

But the skilled workman has ordinarily come up 

_ from the ranks.- His superior position is not due 
to any accident of birth or favoritism on the part 
of the employer. He realizes that whatever he has 
obtained has been due to the cultivation of his own 
natural gifts. 

If the field for skilled workmen were limited we 
could sympathize with the propaganda which is 
designed for the ear of the unskilled laborer. But 
in America the installation of highly complex ma- 
chinery is only limited by the number of trained 
‘men that are available. There never was a period 
when the demand for skilled men was as great or 
the wages as high as they are now.

An electric sign that was finished 
yesterday by boys of the Tilden Tech- 
nieal High school is said to be the big- | 
gest undertaking of the kind ever at- 
tempted by pupils of such an instl- 
tution.

Few poultry raisers realize the im- 


most important factors in preventing 


! Where poultry is concentrated about 
the poultry yards during a series of 
‘years, and chicks are grown continu- 
ously on the same ground, the area is 
apt to be contaminated and dangerous 
| to the health of the birds. It is where 


the common poultry diseases may be 


‘\found. In almost every case where the 


same yard has been used year after 
year there is found a diseased flock, 
and the owner is puzzled. 


Where such cases exist t is fre 
‘quently necessary to sell all of the poul- 
try, clean the grounds thoroughly 
buy new stock. : 

In many cases there is no reason 
why poultry should be yarded. If pos- 
sible they should be allowed to run free 
and famed on range. In this way they 
get green food that is not only juicy 
and palatable, but serves as a laxative 


jand provides the bulk necessary to 


be made safe by plowing them deep, 
and then planting some forage crop 
suitable to the soi]. 


Lime also may be used on such 
grounds, and where the area is small 
jany of the strong disinfectants may be 
‘sprayed over the yard. If*he ground 
is not shaded the sunlight is very 
effective after the surface has bg€n 
broken with the plow. 

Where earth floors are used in the 
poultry house the problem is entirely 
different, d can best be handled by 
removing | e top of the old dirt and 
putting in fresh earth. Disinfectants 
are also very effective on dirt floors, 
but many times the contamination is so 
far beneath the surface that the agents 
used are worthless. If nothing is done 
to the floors they may become fertile 
beds of contamination. Where the dirt 
floor becomes wet and the birds eat 
from it tHere is danger of intestinal 
and respiratory troubles. Doors and 
windows should be kept open as much
